The  vast  Behlen  Building  Company  was 
born  in  Walt  Behlens  basement  and  gar¬ 
age  in  Columbus,  Nebraska  in  the 
1930s.  A  designed  but  unmanufactured 
soldering  iron  concept  turned  into  a  corn 
husking  device  which  changed  into  a 
steel-toed  cap  for  safety  shoes,  moved 
through  a  number  of  concepts  and  ulti¬ 
mately  led  to  the  construction  of  grain 
bins  and  frameless  steel  buildings  known 
generically  as  Behlen  buildings.

One  of  the  many  committees  working  on 

the  1962,  six-month-long,  Seattle  Worlds  Fair,  which  would  live  on  in 
the  Space  Needle  and  Monorail,  was  responsible  for  producing,  promot¬ 
ing  and  selling  souvenir  medals  for  the  exposition.  The  committee, 
with  Northwest  Historic  Medals,  was  also  charged  with  producing  a 
venue  for  medal  sales  and  was  thus  attracted  to  an  advertisement  for 
Behlen  buildings.  The  committee  also  conceived  of  the  display  of  a 
million  silver  dollars  to  attract  medal  purchasers  and  thus  contacted  Ger¬ 
ry  Joseph,  Behlens  sales  manager,  to  see  if  they  might  be  interested  in 
a  package  promotion. 


The  downside  for  the  promoter  was  the  loss  of  the  interest  on  half  a 
years  earnings  on  the  million  dollars,  then  about  6%  a  year.  This 
would  however  also  amount  to  a  plus  for  the  U.  S.  Treasury  who  fig¬ 
ured  to  gain  an  estimated  $167  a  day  in  earned  interest. 

Behlen  calculated  that  silver  dollars  could  be  obtained  at  either  the 
Denver  or  Philadelphia  mint  with  their  total  cost  of  building  the  struc-

April  21  opening  fast  approaching,  the  decision  to  proceed  was  made 
and  arrangements  initiated  to  purchase  the  silver  dollars  from  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Reserve  Bank  in  Philadelphia  and  take  delivery  at  the  U.  S.  Mint 
there  rather  than  Denver  making  the  transportation  across  the  country 
part  of  the  promotion  of  the  fair  as  well  as  the  Behlen  Compa¬ 
ny.  Hartford  Insurance  Companys  bid  of  only  $300  to  insure  the 
transportation  beat  Lloyds  of  London,  clearing  the  way  for  the  physical 
move. 


At  first  it  was  planned  to  use  their  own  trucks  but  General  Motors, 
also  seeing  the  advertising  potential,  donated  two  Chevrolet  diesel 
trucks  and  two  Cadillac  escort  vehicles  while  Trailmobile  Co.  loaned 
them  two  cargo  truck  bodies.  On  April  2,  1962  the  trucks  backed  up 
to  the  mint  to  load  the  nearly  30  ton  cargo.  $500,000  of  canvas 
bags,  each  with  1,000  silver  dollars  were  loaded  into  steel  boxes  bolted 
to  the  floor  of  each  truck  in  three  hours. 


The  convoy  then  set  out  with  police  escorts  through  towns  and  state

day  trip  were  paid  for  with  silver  dollars,  often  under  the  watchful  eyes 
of  the  local  press  which,  along  with  the  billboard-like  tmcks,  generated 
publicity  in  their  wake. 

As  soon  as  they  reached  Seattle,  silver  dollars  were  purchased  from 
local  banks  to  replenish  those  paid  out  along  the  way.  Meanwhile  the 
building  had  been  completed  with  a  seven  foot  diameter,  five  foot  high 
Behlen  corn  crib  inside.  The  crib  was  then  covered  with  mesh  and 

800.000  Morgan  silver  dollars,  which  had  been  sealed  in  $1,000  bags 

at  the  mint  between  1910  and  1915,  were  stacked  inside  the 
crib.  Then  200,000  1922  Peace  dollars  were  poured  loose  over  the 
bags  and  into  a  three  inch  gap  between  the  crib  and  the  bags.  The 

mesh  screen  was  then  removed  allowing  some  of  the  loose  dollars  to 

spill  out  giving  the  effect  of  a  loose  pile  of  1,000,000  silver  dollars. 

Ten  different  medals  were  sold  at  the  display  including  one  which  de¬ 
picted  two  pyramids  of  silver  dollars  and  the  space  needle.  Three 
medals  were  also  minted  in  14-kt  gold,  two  at  the  U.  S.  Mint  and 
one  by  Medal  Arts  Co.  In  June  a  young  lady  from  California  was 
awarded  $100  silver  dollars  for  being  the  millionth  visitor  to  the  dis-

dollars  were  sold  back  to  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  with  an 
estimated  four  million  people 
having  seen  them  and  250 
bags  having  been  sold.  Even 
though  an  uncalculated  value 
accrued  to  Behlen,  Hartford 
|  Insurance  and  General  Motors 
just  in  the  3,000  mile  jour- 
|  ney,  Behlen  calculated  they 
ended  up  with  a  net  profit  of 
$15,000. 


Although  some  of  the  medals  can  still  be  purchased  for  as  little  as  a 
dollar  or  two,  one  of  the  10-medal  sets  including  the  gold  strikes,  sold 
for  $19,000  in  a  2007  auction  while  some  estimates  say  the  silver 
dollar  exhibit  was  the  most  popular  of  the  entire  Seattle  Worlds  Fair. 


And,  what  about  the  value  of  those  silver  dollars?  The  wholesale  value 
of  common  date  silver  dollars  today  [in  2010)  is  about  $15  each 
meaning  you  could  have  made  a  tidy  $14,000,000  profit  just  by  keep 
ing  them  for  nearly  50  years.

I  was  excited  about  heading  J 
into  Manhattan  to  see  the 
1933  double  eagle  on  display 
at  the  New-York  Historical  Soci¬ 
ety  on  August  23,  2013.  From  Port 
Authority  at  4 2nd  Street,  I  rode  the 
subway  uptown  to  79th  Street  and  then  walked 

several  blocks  to  the  Society's  vast  galleries  of  American 
artwork  and  cultural  artifacts.  Founded  in  1804,  the  Histori¬ 
cal  Society  boasts  the  oldest  museum  in  New  York  City. 


After  paying  my  entrance  fee,  I  inquired  about  the  location 
of  the  double  eagle  which  was  just  around  the  corner. 
Somehow  I  mustered  the  patience  to  delay  seeing  this  spe¬ 
cial  coin  until  after  I  watched  the  18  minute  film:  "New 
York  Story."  Remarkably,  this  multimedia  experience 
traced  400  years  of  New  York  history  from  being  a  remote 
outpost  to  a  vibrant  world  city.  I  learned  that  of  the  five 
boroughs  that  make  up  New  York  City,  in  Queens  alone, 
168  languages  are  spoken! 

After  the  screening,  I  couldn't  contain  myself  any  more  and 
had  to  go  see  that  famous  double  eagle.  Of  the  thirteen 
extant  pieces,  this  example  is  the  only  one  that  can  be  pri¬ 
vately  owned.  "It  was  granted  this  unique  status  as  part  of 
a  2001  settlement  where  this  coin  was  identified  as  the 
one  that  had  been  offered  for  sale  in  1954  as  a  part  of  the 
vast  collections  of  [Egypt's]  King  Farouk."  (Steve  Roach, 
"1933  Double  Eagle  Moves  to  New  Exhibit,"  Coin  World, 
August  19,  2013).  Formerly,  it  had  been  a  part  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society's  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of 
New  York  exhibit,  "Drachmas,  Doubloons  &  Dollars:  The 
History  of  Money."  Now  the  specimen  is  part  of  a  new  sin¬ 
gle-coin  exhibit  at  the  New-York  Historical  Society,  "The

World's  Most  Valuable  Coin:  The  Unique  United  States 
1933  Double  Eagle.”  Farouk's  former  treasure,  which  sold 
at  auction  in  July  2002  for  $7,590,020,  held  the  record  for 
most  valuable  coin  until  January  2013,  when  the  finest 
known  1794  Flowing  Hair  silver  dollar  (PCGS  MS  66)  was 
hammered  at  $10,016,875  during  a  Stack's  Bowers  auc¬ 
tion. 

Fortunately,  the  anonymous  owner  of  this  1933  double  ea¬ 
gle  decided  to  loan  it  to  the  New-York  Historical  Society  so 
it  could  be  put  on  public  display.  The  Philadelphia  Mint 
struck  445,500  1933  double  eagles  which  were  legally  pro¬ 
duced  but  not  monetized  and  therefore  never  circulated. 
Pursuant  to  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt's  Executive 
Order  6102,  all  gold  coin  production  came  to  halt  and  al¬ 
most  all  1933  minted  coins  were  destroyed.  The  1933  dou¬ 
ble  eagles  were  melted  into  gold  bars  in  1937  and  shipped 
to  Fort  Knox.  Two  specimens  are  in  the  National  Numis¬ 
matic  Collection  at  the  Smithsonian.  Exactly  how  many 
1933  double  eagles  escaped  the  Philadelphia  Mint  remains 
a  mystery  today.  Is  it  possible  that  a  few  reside  in  private 
collections  in  the  United  States  or  abroad? 

To  my  amazement,  I  had  this  legendary  coin  all  to  myself, 
except  for  the  security  guard  who  watched  my  every 
move.  I  couldn't  believe  my  good  fortune!  The  guard  ex¬ 
plained  that  it  is  best  to  see  the  coin  early  in  the  morning. 
Otherwise  the  display  area  gets  crowded  with  people  peer¬ 
ing  over  each  other's  shoulders  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the 
specimen. 

After  gazing  at  the  coin  from  every  angle  for  about  ten 
minutes,  I  had  a  conversation  with  the  guard,  who  wished 
to  remain  anonymous.  He  had  learned  a  lot  about  the  coin 
since  being  assigned  to  protect  it.  He  explained  that  you 
can  see  the  2002  auction  for  this  coin  on  YouTube,  includ¬ 
ing  the  part  when  the  coin  owner's  representative  placed 
the  winning  phone  bid.  To  his  surprise,  at  least  one  elderly

collector  visiting  the  museum  took  out  his  own  Saint- 
Gaudens  double  eagle  to  compare  it  to  the  museum  piece. 
He  also  said  one  seven-year-old  visitor  knew  a  lot  about 
the  coin.  No  doubt  a  budding  coin  collector!  I  admit  I  was 
impressed  -  when  I  was  seven,  I  knew  a  lot  about  how  to 
play  with  toys.

My  favorite  aspects 
of  this  coin  include 
the  shimmering 
luster  and  the  date 
1933.  Readers 
may  know  that  King 
Farouk  cleaned 
many  of  his  coins. 
Fortunately,  this 
double  eagle  was 
spared  that  fate. 
Although  I  am  not 
privy  to  security 
concerns,  giving 
visitors  the  chance 
to  see  both  sides  of 
this  coin  would  be 
preferable.  At  pre¬ 
sent,  only  the  ob¬ 
verse  side  can  be 
viewed.  Too  bad 
this  coin  wasn't  set 
up  with  glass  on 
both  sides  like  the 
specimens  in  the 
Harry  W.  Bass  Collection  of  United  States  gold  coins,  pat¬ 
tern  pieces  and  paper  money  at  the  ANA  Money  Museum  in 
Colorado  Springs. 

In  any  case,  this  coin  has  inspired  four  books  ( Selling 
America's  Rarest  Coin:  The  1933  Double  Eagle,  David  Alex¬ 
ander,  2002;  Illegal  Tender:  Gold,  Greed  and  the  Mystery

of  the  Lost  1933  Double  Eagle,  David  Tripp,  2004;  Double 
Eagle:  The  Epic  Story  of  the  World’s  Most  Valuable  Coin,  Ali¬ 
son  Frankel,  2006;  Striking  Change:  The  Great  Artistic  Col¬ 
laboration  of  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens,  Michael  F.  Moran,  2007)  and  a  Smithsonian  Chan¬ 
nel  documentary.  While  reading  the  latter  three  books  I  be¬ 
came  fascinated  with  this  particular  coin. 

The  stories  of  Farouk  and  his  coin  collection  evoked  memo¬ 
ries  of  my  own  connections  to  Egypt,  where  I  taught  fifth- 
grade  English  at  Ramses  College  for  Girls,  a  private  school 
for  Egyptian  students  in  Cairo,  in  the  early  1980s. 

Seeing  the  1933  double  eagle  at  the  Historical  Society  gave 
me  a  tremendous  feeling  of  satisfaction.  It  was,  in  a  sense, 
coming  full  circle  for  me.  It  affirmed  my  love  of  numismatics 
and  brought  back  fond  memories  of  my  years  in  Egypt, 
home  to  this  one-of-a  kind  specimen  for  a  decade  before  the 
travels  that,  at  least  for  now,  have  brought  it  to  New  York. 


About  the  author  - 

Jeffrey  C.  Burke,  Ph.D.,  started  collecting  coins  in  1968. 
A  native  Nebraskan,  he  collects  Draped  Bust  half  cents 
and  large  cents.  Burke  also  likes  Indian  Head  cents, 
Buffalo  nickels,  and  Mercury  dimes.  He  has  published  a 
guest  editorial  in  The  Numismatist.  His  articles  have 
appeared  in  The  Asylum,  The  Centinel,  Penny-Wise, 
Longacre's  Ledger,  The  Nebraska  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion  Journal,  and  The  Virginia  Numismatist.
